From Japan comes 
Indications

Eighty-five percent of the 


family income may be spent 
by women, but not for wom- 
en. The statement assumes 
that the average housewife 
pays from her 85 per cent all 
the bills of the home from 
rent to food and fuel, leav- 
ing 15 per cent to the hus- 
band for miscellaneous ex- 
penses and the operation of 
the family automobile. 


The surprising thing in 


the situaton is that the av- 
erage home" can be properly 
maintained on 85 per cent of 
the family income.

What worries you most in

Generally we buck 


up and face our big prob- 
lems squarely. Our attitude 
is, "I'll do the best I can. It 
won't do any good to worry 
about it."

trifling incident or situation. 


W o r r y is psychopathic 


condition, an emotional dis- 
ease. Somethimes it is caus- 
ed by unconscious vanity— 
an exaggerated conception 
of the importance of our- 
selves and our surroundings. 


Now that the medical-pro- 


fession is beginning to un- 
derstand 
the 
endocrine 


glands of the body, a pecu- 
liar cause of worry is dis- 
covered. This type of wor- 
ry 
sometimes takes 
the 


form of a constant 
appre- 


hension of impending disas- 
ter, a fear of nothing in par- 
ticular, caused by over-Ke- 
cretion of certain chemicals 
by the thyroid and adrenal 
glands. 


Usually, though, worry is 


a mental disorder, sort of 
escape of steam or leak from 
the disordered nervous sys- 
tem. 


The best medicine is work 


and a hobby 
interesting 


enough to take the patient's 
mind off his worry and make 
him forget it. 
The worry 


may come back as soon as 
the work and play are halt- 
ed. But generally the brain 
can be trained to 
forget, 


just the same as it can be 
trained to remember. 


The moment you 
find 


yourself worrying, strive to 
dismiss the 
subject 
from 


your mind. Wipe it away, 
like chalk writing from a 
blackboard, 
and 
concen- 


trate the mind on something 
else. 


Above all, remember that 


worry is nine-tenths in the 
imagination.
